The seventh annual reunion of the de 


scendants of Capt John Locke was held 
Friday in tbe town hall at Rye Center. 
The beautiful weather brought out a 
large attendance, it being estimated that 
150 descendants were present, many be- 
ing from distant parts of the country. 
In previous years the reunion has lasted 
two days, but this j aar it was decided 
to observe but one, and accordingly no 
time was given to social function as the 
business of the day occupied all of the 
hours. 


The occasion of the gathering was the 


202d anniversary of the killing of Capt. 
John Locke at.Rye 
On Aug. 26, lC9t!, 


in his 75th year, he fought his last bat- 
tle against eight Indians, who ambushed 
themselves in his field on Josselyn's 
Neck, in Hye—also known as Locke's 
Neck, aud uow as Straw's Point—and 
killed him. Oapt. Locke, after being 
shot, cut ofT the nose of an Indian with 
a sickle, which instrument is now high- 
ly valued by all of his descendants. 


Although the attendance was some- 


what lees tlnn on previous years, when 
the reunion lusted two days, still the 
meeting itself was the most important 
of anj since the foundation of the asso- 
ciation, an it was the first since its incor 
poration under tho state lawn. 


Vice President William Yoaton of 


Concord presided, in tho absence of 
President Anthony H. Locke of Phila- 
delphia, and called tho meeting to order 
in the morning at 10 o'clock, after ap- 
pointing a committee, 
consisting of 


Judge Juuies Locke of Jacksonville, 
lAla , Edgar Locke of Cambridge and 
Frank B. Locke of North Adams, Mass , 
to look over the old laws of the associa- 
tion and consider the advisability of 
changes, adjourned the gathering until 
the afternoon. 
The company then re- 


paired to the dining rooms, where they 
were served a bounteous dinner. 


The association sga'n came to order 


at 2 o'clock and the reports of the sev- 
eral committees given. It was first de- 
cided to accept the following articles of 
incorporation, 
which 
were read by 


Judge Locke: 


"Article 1. The name of the corpo- 


ration shall be the Locke Family asso 
(nation. 


"Article 2. The objects for which 


this corporatiou is established are to 
perfect the genealogy of the descendants 
of Capt. 'John Locke, who came from 
Old England to New England about 
1630. 


"Article 3. So mark by suitable mon- 


ument, stone or tablet, tbe early homes 
or last resting place of Capt. John 
Locke or any of bis descendants. 


"Article 1 To erect and maintain 


gnideboards directing to points of his 
tone interest to the association. 


"Article 5. To promote and maintain 


social aud fraternal relations among its 
members. 


"Article 6. To acquire and own such 


real estate in the town of Rye, where 
Capt. John Locke settled, as may be 
needed for the purposes of the corpora- 
tion, not exceeding §5000 in value. 


"Article 7. The principal place of 


business of this association shall be Rye, 
New Hampshire, and tLc first meeting 
of tbe corporation shall be held at the 
town hall in Hye on Aug. 26, 1898." 


The articles were unanimously accept- 


ed by the association. 


The committee appointed the previ- 


ous year to secure a lot for the erection 
of a monument to the memory of Capt- 
John Locke was authorized to secure 
auy lot they deemed suitable. The ra- 
port of the treasurer, Miss Izette S. 
Locke, of Manchester, showed that the 
afftirs of the association were in a flou r 
ishing condition. Mrs Ralph Marden 
of Springfield, Mass , reported that over 
9200 was on hand towards the monn 
mental fund.
